As the nature of the queftion between the Burgeffes of Dum- 
barton and their Magiltrates, is not4explained in the Ke~ 
folutions of the General Contention of Delegates, lately 
publithed, where it is mentioned; we are defwed, for the 
information of the public, to infert the following Circular 
Letter from the Burgefles of Dumbarton to the Burgefles 
of the other Royal Boroughs. 


GENTLEMEN, 
Diimbarton, 7th Anguft 1786: 
yo would probably learn from the public papers, and 
other information, that the Burgeffes of this place have 
for fome time been engaged in a profecution in the’Court of 
Exchequer, againft our Magittrates and ‘own Council. 

A long courfe of the moft palpable mifapplication of the 
public revenues of this Borough, which at laft brought it to 
the verge of bankruptcy, induced the Burgeffes to think of 
calling the Magiltrates to account. ‘They were, however, 
advifed, that the title of privaté Burgefles te bring.an aétion 
of this kind, at common law, in the. Court of Seffion, was 
always difputed with obflinacy ; that the decifions of the 
Court had frequently varied upon the t; and that in 
every new action of accounting, at the inftance of private 
Burgefles, the fame field of obftinate litigation, concernin 
the title, muft be traverfed, under the burden of a heavy 
of expences, 

Defirous of avoiding thefe confeaucnces, th les af") 
this ‘Town were advifed to inftitute an aétion of accompting 
ip the Ceuies of Oxcrequers~ 15 nts wétion was founded up- 
on clear and exprefs ftatutes in t525 and 1693. we dic not 
entertain a doubt that it would eadily be fultained, and the 
Magiftrates compelled to render an account, as well as to 
make repiration to the community ; but here we have found 
ourfelves difappointed. Delay appeared‘to be at firft the 
objeét of the defendants. Our perfeverance, however, taught 
them that we were ferious.and determined. They then 
pleaded, that the laws on which the agtion was laid, were jin 
defuetude, an on this ground they fought for a confiderable 
time. Becoming diffident of the force of that obje@ion, 
they ftarted a new plea, ‘They maintained, that alt ongh 
the laws were ftill in force, and although the old Court of 
Exchequer in Scotland were competent judges in the caufe, 
yet the prefent court of that name have no jurifdiction 
whatever to compel the Magiftrates of Boroughs to account, 
becaufe this power, it is alledged, is not {pecially conferred 
by the aét conftituting the new Court of Exchequer. 

Thefe legal obje€tions to the aétion, pleaded as they were 
at intervals of time, have had the effect of keeping the pro- 
cefs in dependence for about two years. In June laft, the 
Court at length, after various pleadings, ordered the cafe. to 
be flated in memorials, and were to have given judgment 
during that term. . 

But, while matters {tood in this fituation, a new incident 
occurred, which, in its confequence, produced a new and un- 
expected delay. The late Convention of Royal Boroughs, 
making a common caufe with the Magiftrates of Dumbarton, 
have determined to ftate themfelves in oppofition to the Bur- 
gefles, und to undertake the defence of the Magiftrates. In 
this manner, the public funds of the different communities, 
are to be expended in proteéting the adminiftrators of thefe 
communities, in the moft notorious malverfation of the public 
affairs. A defign is evidently formed, by fuperigr wealth and 
influence, to overpower the Burgeffes of the little town of 
Dumbarton, and in their defeat, to crufh every future attempt 
to render the Magiftracy throughout Scotland, accountable to 
the Bargeffes, 

With thefe views, the Convention of Royal Boroughs 
proftituting, we are forry to fay, the powers with which they 
are invefted, have employed an attorney, with a formidable 
band of Counfel, to give every poffible oppofition to the 
Burgeffes of Dumbarton in the prefent aétion ; for they per- 
ceive that a decifion favourable to the Burgefles; would form 
a general rule app'icable to every Royal Borough in Scotland. 
The appearance of new parties, who have not yet been heard, 
has ncceflarily inclined the Barons to delay the matter till 
the next term ih November. 

From the general view which has been given of the pro- 
cedure in the. prefent ation, you cannot but be fenfible that 
it muft have been attended with a greater expence than the 
Burgetles of a fimall Borough, fuch as ours, could well afford. 
At the fame time, while we ftood oppofed by our own Ma- 
giftrates, we were unwilling to folicit the aid of our brother 
Burgefles in other towns, although the caufe in which we 
were engaged, was evidently common to the Burgefles of 
every Royal Borough in the kingdom; but now) that the 
wealth and power of the Convention of Royal Boroughs are 
to be employed again{t us, it can fcarcely be expedted that 
we fhall be able to ftand, unlefs we are fupported by the li- 
berality and ‘public fpirit of the Burgefles in the other Bo- 
roughs who, equally with us, feel the confequences. of the 
prefent improvident adminiftration of the public affairs. 

The queftion at iffue is, how far the Magiftrates of Royal 
Boroughs are bound at the inftance of private Burgefles, to 
account in the Court of Exchequer. ‘This is evidently not 
the caufe only of the Burgefles of Dumbarton. It involves 
the intereft of every Burgefs in every Borough in Scotland. 
We cannot therefore entertain a doubt of being fupported in 
a liberal and fpirited manner, efpecially in thofe Boroughs, 
where, ‘fronna love of liberty, and a fenfe of oppreflion, 
ideas of Reform have fortunately prevailed. 

The prefent queftion, whatever way it fhall terminate, 
will be attended with beneficial confequences. If after a full 
and fair inveftigation of the merits, it fhall be found that 
the Magiftrates of Boroughs are not accountable in Exchie- 
quer, this will afford the {trongeft poflible argument in fup- 
port of the necefflity of Reform. If, on the other hand, 
decifion fhail be pronounced in favour of the Burgefles of 
Dumbarton, it will eftablifh beyond a doubt, that the Magi- 
{tracy throughout Scotland, are bound to account; which 
will produce the beft confequences in the adminiftration of 
Borough affairs, even if, contrary to expectation, the Reform 
fhould not fucceed. " 

We reed not, we hope, infift farther on the fubjeé af the 
prefent appeal to the liberality and fpirit of our Brother 
Burgeffes. Engaged as we are, in an unequal combat with 
fuperior wealth and power, we truft, we fhall not be left 
without fupport. The conduét of Magiftrates, in general, 
as to this queftion, merits attention from the public. When 
they are profecuted at common Jaw in the Court of Seffion. 
at the inflance of private Burgeffes, they elude the a¢tion by 
objecting a total want of title in the profecutors. When they 
are required to account in Exchequer, under the authority 
of exprefs-ftatutes, they plead the want of jurifdiétion in the 
Court, and the defiretude of the laws. ‘The refalt of their 
dogtrine goes to the eftablifhment of a general principle, that 
there does not exift a perfon out of Ccuncil who has a title, 
or a Court that is competent to compel the Magi(trates of 
Royal Boroughs to account for their adminiftration of the 
public property! You will therefore clearly perceive, that the 
caufe in which we contend, the effeét of which is to make 
the Magiftrates accountable to the Burgefles, is evidently 
your own, and that your inteseft and ours in the prefent in- 
flance, are infeparable.

OBSERVATIONS on the CHARACTER of 
Dr JOHNSON. 
Ct what fhall we attribute fo many performan- 
‘ces concerning the daily converfation of 
Johnfon, and the trivial occurrences of his life ? 
Others, nothing inferior in literary reputation, have 
, been fleatly lamented by their friends, and quickly 
forgotten by the world. His memory, however, is 
not intfulted to his works, but preferved from cor- 
_ ruption by the afliduity of thofe, who remind us o¢- 
' cafionally of the irreparable difafter fuftained by hu- 
manity, If the anecdotes they have collected, if 





fpire to degrade his charater, fome allowance 
might be made for the inconfiderate partiality of 
sae bedions friendthip. ‘The converfation of So- 
crates was publifhed to vindicate his name, and en- 
ligten pofterity ; but had it difhonoured his memo- 

, the information it communicated would not have 
juttified the imprudence of his followers. What 
then are we to think of thofe who preferve whatever 
can leffen, who publith whatever can vilify their de- 
parted friends ? 

Something of his brutality was generally known ; 
but the moft public exertions of friendfhip were ne- 
ceffary to convince us, that he was unable to prattife 
the philofophy he endeavoured to inculcate. ‘The 
world might ftill have been ignorant that religion 
could neither infpire him with meeknefs, nor philo- 
fophy foften the arrogance of his manners, or reprefs 
the afperity of his language. His friends, at the 
expence of whatever is facred in friendfhip, have dif- 
covered, and enabled us to eftimate, a curious cha- 
racter. , 

His principa! enjoyment was rational converfation; 
but he was neither an agreeable nor inoffenfive com- 
panion, Impatient himfelf of contradiction, his 
converfation.confifted in perpetual oppofition to the 
opinions of others. He expected to meet witha 
deference which he never condefcended to repay ; 
and watched with attention, and checked with feve- 
rity, the flighteft approach to familiarity. Thofe 
who were filent incurred his diflike ; while thofe 
_who addreffed him were treated with arrogance, of- 
ten with infolence. He was jealous at the fame 
time of thofe he defpifed ; and, perhaps, apprehen- 
five of being defpifed in his turn, was often enraged 
at an innocent whifper. His converfation was fen- 
tentious, inftructive, and frequently witty; but 
furely infufficient to atone for the pain it occafioned. 
He muft have been fenfible, that the happinefs de- 
pends on the equality of the company, on the con- 
cealment of confcious fuperiority, on a benevolent 
attention to the feelings of others : But he frequent- 
ed company; rather for the fordid signee of his 
own pte-eminence, than for the purpofe of commu- 
nicating the fatisfaction he received. The madnefs 
of Swift he has imputed to the want of reading and 
abfence of company, as the ideas were gradually ef- 
faced from the memory, which were neither recalled 
by converfation nor renewed by books. His own 
apprehenfions of a fimilar calamity induced him per- 
haps to refort to company, in order to retain and 
increafe his acquifitions ; nor would he be folicitous 
in pleafing others, when his view was to preferve 
his fuperiority and extort their homage. 

His mind, though extenfive and elevated, was 
replete with illiberal prejudices. ‘Tle fuperftitious 
notions of his mother, the arbitrary principles of Ox- 
ford, imbibed at an early period, were fortified, in- 
ftead of being weakened, by his commerce with the 
world, and generated an averfion, which repined 
with his years into hatred, againft all whofe opini- 
ons, religious or political, were different from his 
own. He nourifhed.an indifcriminate antipathy a- 
gainft all who departed from the church of Epland ; 
and that at a period when ‘chriftians had learned to 
refpe&t their opponents, and examine their argu- 
ments with candour. When factions had ceafed to 
emtitter fociety ; when parties could mingle in pri- 
vate life, and acknowledge that others were honeft,

Opinions infpired by ‘terror are 
feldom examined with cares ‘The terror that im- 
Hed him to religion, deterred hith from enquiry. -. 
e durft not examine the foundation of his faith, 
and confequeéntly could not dittingaith philofophical 
‘piety from the finetttitions iffue of his gloomy im- 
agination. In occurences whofe frequency rendered 
thein probable, he was {afe from the apptehenfions 
of guilt or internal reproachy and freely indulged 
lys incredulous difpofition. But the taivacalous 
commanded his attention, and arrefted Wis faculties 3 
nor 3 uld he venture to examine its: evidence, ‘left ' 
its fallacy might renew his mifery by fubvercing his” 
faith. tis aid, that the Coc hen ‘Ghott’ -was 
received with an eafy implicit belief} and it és cer- 
tain that he returned from the Hebrides perfuaded.

His hatreds 
were as numerous as his opinions, and fincerer pere 
haps than his friendfhips.- He ‘hated the Whigs, 
the diffenters, the Scotch ; and the Fellows of Cam= 
bridge, as they were ‘not Oxonians, incurred his 
refentment. . 
Such is the portrait his friends have delineated ¢ 
and whatever they fuffered froni the bratality of the 
living has been amply revenged on the memory of 
the dead. Inftead of the amiable philofopher diffu- 
fing fatisfaction to all who approached him, they tell 
us of an imperious pedant, cruel in his mirth, and 
fierce in his a oe Inftead of a friend to li- 
berty,’ they unmafk the abettor ‘of arbitrary power. 
For piety, they give us fuperftition ; for 58 ta 
dogmatical incredulity, ‘They palliate the whole by 
extolling his charity ; as if thofe whofe uillity 
was diflturbed, whofe feelings were wounded by his 
infults, could be confoled by the refletion of enjoy- 
ing his compaflion in their mifery, and participating 
of his bounty in the extremity of their difttefs. Cha- 
rity to inferiors does not extenuate infolence to e2 
quals ; for where ig the charity that renders: our 
companion infigaificant in his own, or defpicable in 
the opinion of others? I allow that a man may be 
charitable, though he fports with our feelings ; but 
he is a@tuated by fuperNition, not by compaflion ot 
principle. Tris not compaflion, as that would pre- 
vent his inflicting diftrefles which he could not with 
patience endure. It is not principle, as the conftan-

His Imperial Highnefs, Maximilian-Xavier- 

Francis, Archduke. of Milan, and brother to the 
Emperor of Germany, together with the Archdu- 
chefs, and a numerous faite of German and Italian 
‘nobility, are hourly expected in this capital.

This Prince travels at the expence of bis brother, 
the Emperor, not iacog. but in his own proper title 
and character. He has been in France, and «: Hol- 
Jand, and now comes here. 

His train is faid to be fo numerous, that there 
are no lefs than forty beds made up for them in one 
houfe. 

He was born in 1754, and in 1769 was made 
eoadjutor to the Eleétor of Cologn, as Grand Ma- 
fer of the Teutonic Order. 

Their Imperial Highneffes having thewn every 
manner of civility to the Dukes and Duchefles of 
Gloucefter and Camberland during their refidence in 
Traly, we make na doubt but the Court of St 
James’s will return the compliment -in a {tile fuit- 
able to the dignity of the Brith Crown. 

On Saturday Jaft a folema Te Deum was fung in 
the feveral Roman Catholic Chapels of this city, in 
thank{giving for his Majefty’s late providential efcape 
rom aflaflination. 

The Proteftant Affociation are not preparing any 
congratulatory Addrefs to his Majeity; and we 
bave the beft authority for contradicting the infinua- 
tion, in yefterday’s paper, that Lord-George Gor- 
Gon was going to follow the example of Mr Wilkes, 
in joining the Court Party. Lord George Gordon 
has had frequent opportunities of joining the Court 
Party if he had chofe it. In the year 1779, Lord 
George Germaine, the American Secretary, offered 
him the command of a Highland regiment, which 
he refufed, becaufe he could not take the oaths of 
allegiance and abjuration.

French. fugars, paying only the Englith duties, in 
erder to break the combination. 

According to the calculations of a noble Lord 
{ Dundonald), the anual revenue arifing from the 
falt-duties of England, when at.3 s. 4 d. per bu- 
fhel, was upwards of 700,000 I.—TThat the number 
of buthels of fale ufed in England, according to the 
above duties, is 4,200,000 ; the number of inhabi- 
tants in England fuppofed feven millions; each per- 
fon, on an average, would, in houfehold-ufe, falting 
meat, &c. confume 334 Ib. On the other hand, 
it is faid by an able financier, that his Lordthip’s e- 
{timate is to be received with great qualification ; 
aod that the grofs falt revenue is about one million 


Rerling ; and yet it is a fact, that at this time, Prom 
a number of illicit proceedings, the nett falt.duties 
do not amount to 350,000 I. per Annum.

Sunstance of the Srpeecn delivered by the KING 

of SWEDEN, fo the Three Orders of the States 

ajembled in Diet at Stockholm, on the 30th of 
May 1736. 


** High, well born, noble, worfhipful, learned, 
valuable, fincere, good Lords, and Men of 
Sweden ! 

T is with unlimited affection and tendernefs that 
] 1 fee you before the throne ; and thefe are the 
moft delightful moments of my life, when I can pour 
into the bofom of my faithful fubjeéts the paternal 
anxiety I feel for their welfere. Eight years have 
clapfed fince our laft meeting, and daring that peri- 
od, peace and tranquillity have been maintained both 
within and without the kingdom. My predeceflors 
have often called you together to avenge the honour 
of the country, aflift our oppreffed allies, or beat 
back the enemy from our frontiers ; the object of 
this convocation is to confult with me on the gene- 
ral welfare. It is not for the purpofe of raifing new 
taxes, or of laying additional burthens. I am fa- 
tisfied with what you have granted me, as that al- 
lowance, if prudently managed, is fufficient to an- 
fwer the exigencies of the ftate ; but it is only.to ad- 
vife with you on your own concerns.” : 

His Majefty next enters into the immediate mat- 
ters of debate, efpecially the means of preventing in 
future that {carcity of provifions of all kinds, which 
was like to have occafioned a famine in the country ; 
the patriotic King then continues : 

‘© It is an additional circumftance equally dear 
and pleafing to me, that 1 can prefent to you a 
child, who, on many accounts, may be called your 
own. You witneffed his birth ; you fhall now judge 
by the progrefs he has made what hopes you have 
to entertainof him. I confider it’as a fortunate e- 
vent, that the fir(t thing that will {trike his eyes, ‘is 
the moft likely to inflame his heart with the higheft 
fentiments. When he fees the harmony that fubfilts 
between a free people, but fubmiited to the laws, 
and a Sovereign limited by thofe very laws, but 
powerful ; fuch an example will fill his mind with 
the highelt veneration for the conftitution, and e- 

fteem for the nation; and whilft fortune and _ his 
birth fet him above fo many, I will have him to learn 
from his moft tender years what value he ought to 
fet on a free people ; and that if Providence fhould 
call him to the throne of Sweden, his only care 
mutt be to forward the happinefs of his fubjects ; it 
is for this unalterable purpofe that he is daily taught 
the aétions of his predeceffor, the great monarch of 
Sweden; but when he fhall know the value of the 
people over whom he is to reign in his turn, then 
thofe ftriking examples will make a lively and Ja(t- 
ing impreffion on his mind : then fhall ny withes and 
your hopes be crowned. May the favour of the Al- 
mighty afift you in your debates: As to the reft, 
u may all in general, and each of you in particu- 
ha rely at all times on my Royal affection.” 


Transtation of the KING of SWEDEN’s 
Spsecu on clofing the Diet. 


Noble, Venerable, €c. 

A S the good of the kingdom, and the encreafe 

of your own happinefs, were the fole motives 
for my affembling the Diet which I am this day a- 
bout to diflolve ; fo might the whole of my condué, 
during your meeting, have convinced you of my fin- 
cere love for my country. But fince a reftlefs mif- 
truft, ill-founded in itfelf, and little merited by the 
man to whom you are indebted for your freedom 
and who called you together only to promote youi 
happinefs ;—-fince, I fay, an imaginary fear has ari- 
fen like a deceitful light, or ignis fatuus, and 
threatened to diflurb the union and concord which | 
have for fourteen years taken every method, and fo 
much pains, to maintain, even aicstiies my own 
intereft; {can look upon this mittroft only as a 
cloud rifing after a long and beautiful ferenity, but 
which may foon be diflipated and driven away by a 
fteady perfeverance. ‘Truth matt always triumph ar 
Ja{t ; and“even the greater the efforts made to ob- 
{eure it, the brighter does it fhine, and with the 
more {ylendour do its rays pierce the veil with which 
it was attempted to be hidden. 

Wha: I now fay is contirmed by ourhiftory. One 
of the greateit of my predeceflors, Guftavus Erick- 
fon, the faviour of his country, was obliged, more 
than once, during the courfe of his glorious reign, 
to experience this kind of fatality; however, he faw 
truth at laft triumph, and his illuftrious name is ftill 
an objeét of admiration to poflerity, though jealou- 
fy, private intereft, iil-placed ambition, levity, and 
a thirft of power, combined to tarnifh his reign, 
which was fo worthy ef eulogy; or rather, had it 
been poflible, to force from him the fceptre, which 
he had wrefted from the hands of tyrants. 

Pofterity is the tribunal befure which kings are to 
be judged ; to it they are to appeal : pofterity alone 
can pafs fentence with impartiality. ‘Che judgment 
of cotemporaries, their cenfure or their praife, is, 
for the mott part, equally unjaft or ill-deferved ; 
but the judgment of pofterity refts on a much more 
{ulid bafis. ‘The cotemporary age often looks upon 
a good Ring as weak, upon a jult king as too fevere ; 
a firm and {teady fovereign is painted as ambitious ; 
no quarter is given But poterity, neither actuated 
by hatred nor envy, pronounces a more equitable 
fentence. Ir will one day pafs judgment on the dif- 
fenfions which have difturbed this Diet, and on the 
views of thofe who have made themfelves the moit 
remaikable. It, too, will do me jultice, and bear 
witnefs to my exemplary condefcendence, my gen- 
tlenefs, and the confidence with which I endeavour- 
ed to infpire you, while I thewed myfelf ready to 
do every thing which could be advantageous to your 
liberty and fafety, and remove whatever could any 
way tend to inflame your minds, or difturb your de- 
liberations 3 for as to my own perfonal concerns, I 
willingly and |.cartily facrifice them to the love I 
bear my kingdom, and our common country. Thefe 
are the fentiments by which my conduct has been 





conftantly regulated, and on which T have aéted ' 


from the beginning of my reign. Jt is true that my 


path has frequently been ftrewed with thorns; and 
thac nuching cvulu have lupported me im it bat my 
folicitude for your welfare, and the exaniple of my 
illuftrious predeceflors. But what I look upon as a 
fufficient recompence for all my troubles, is the hope 
which I cherifh, that 1 fhall be abie co employ the 
means which, at my requifition, you have put into 
my hands, to guard you againft the fatal effeds of 
a failure in the crop, fhould it be the will of the Al- 
mighty again to vifit us with that fcourge. Intrath, 
my heart is filled with the moft tender affoctien for 
you; I have already proved it more than oncg and 
thefe affections I thall never ceafe to entertain... Your 
part is now only to make the proper return by your 
obedience, your refpest to the laws and my orders, 
and your confidence in me. I think I have a mght 
to expect this, and to require it from you. Retura 
to your dwellings with hearts filled with thefe feati- 
ments. Be ufeful to yourfelves, to me, and to your 
country. Let each refume his vocation. But be- 
fore you part, I will give you in this place a new 
proof of my folicitude for you. I remit the fourth 
year of the fublidy which you granted me, My fab- 
jects, fuffering from the unfavourablenefs of the fea- 
fons, {land in need of this relief, that they may be 
able to recruit in more plentiful years: And 1t is to 
me a particular pleafure that 1 can contribute in an 
effectual manner to this event. ¢ 

‘The prefent fituation of the kingdom makes me 
hope fer a continuance of tranquillity and peace; it 
promifes me a long feries of years, during which no 
circumi{tance will occur that can make it neceffary to 
affemble you again. Since then we are parting for 
a long time, I with you the molt precious blefings 
of the Moft High. May each of you emibraee your 
families with joy ; and 1 fhall con{tantly remain to 
all of you collectively, and to each in particular, 
your moft affectionate King. 

[The Swedifh Monarch met his Parliament with 
a fpeech replete with effuffions of love and benevo- 
lence expreflei in terms that would have done ho- 
nour to the greateft and wifeft prince in Europe! 
From the tenor of his parting fpeech, however, it 
does not appear that the members of the Dict have 
taken thefe his declarations in the mott cordial point 
of view! A peevith, difcontented, and refraétory 
fpirit feems to have mixed itfelf through all their 
deliberations, during their fhort feflion! Their tar- 
dy reluctant compliance with his propofals or requi- 
fitions has, no doubt, accelerated their diffolution,, 
with very little bufinefs done, and that little he had 
a mind to let them fee he can do without: 4* E will, 
fays he, give you in this place a new proof of my 
folicitude for you. I remit the fourth year of the 
fubfidy which you granted me. My fubjeéts, fuffer- 
ing from the unfavourablenefs of the feafons, ftand 
in need of this relief, that they may be able to re- 
cruit in more plentiful years ; and it is to me a par- 
ticular pleafure, that I can contribute in an effectual 
manner to this event.”” Noble, generous, and con. 
fiderate declaration ! What Potentate in Europe will 
follow the glorious example? ‘The conftant language 
of other European Potentates is, Give, give, give ! 
And with all their givings and grantings, their fub- 
jets never give enough! Here a thwarted contra- 
diéted Sovereign tells his reluctant Diet, they have 
given more than he wants ; he will remit the over- 
plus to his afflicted burdened fubjects.. Go, ye o- 
ther Sovereigns, and do likewife.]
